REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
includes bearings with slide members having abutment surfaces ( see, e.g. US 
4,575,071 to Swengel, Sr. et al.) and bearings with shear members and abutment 
surfaces (e.g. US 6,926,61 1 to Rivin). The prior art fails to show the slide member 
movable along the rotation of the circumferential trajectory until the abutment surface 
contacts the shear member abutment surface as required by claim 1 .
